The  Mississippi  Normal  College: 

The  Mississippi  Normal  College  plans  to  erect  a  memorial  to  the 
Normal  College  people  who  took  part  in  the  World  War. 

Our  men  fought  and  died  to  safeguard  liberty  for  the  present  gener- 
ation and  for  future  generations.  For  the  same  reason,  our  women  nursed, 
sewed,  knitted,  and  sacrificed.  While  our  men  were  in  camp  and  on  sea, 
our  women  made  thousands  of  garments  for  them,  lived  on  restricted  diet, 
and  worked  and  saved  to  lend  money  to  the  Government  for  the  expenses 
of  the  War. 

Since  all  the  sacrifice  our  men  and  women  endured  was  for  the  living 
and  those  yet  to  live,  we  believe  our  memorial  should  serve  the  living  and 
those  yet  to  live.  We,  therefore,  propose  to  dedicate  the  front  of  the 
Normal  College  Campus  to  this  memorial. 

On  the  opposite  page  is  a  picture  of  the  proposed  Memorial  Entrance 
Street-Car  Station,  which  will  be  located  at  the  entrance  to  the  Campus, 
the  most  prominent  part  of  the  Campus.  Inside  the  station  will  be  placed 
in  a  conspicuous  position  a  large  bronze  tablet,  bearing  the  names  of  all 
our  people  who  were  in  the  Service  as  soldiers,  sailors,  marines,  etc.,  or  as 
Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  workers,  etc.  For  the  men  who 
lost  their  lives  while  in  the  Service,  special  tablets  will  be  placed  near  the 
flagpole,  where  the  flag  will  wave  continually  over  their  memorials. 

We  want  the  money  for  this  memorial  to  be  contributed  by  the 
students,  ex-students,  trustees,  ex-trustees,  instructors,  ex-instructors, 
officers,  ex-officers,  employees,  ex-employees,  and  other  friends  of  the 
College. 

It  is  estimated  that  $15,000.00  will  be  needed.  This  is  not  a  large 
amount  for  the  number  of  people  who  have  been  connected  with  the 
Normal  College. 

What  about  it?     Shall  we  do  it?     Write  me  what  you  think  about  it. 

Mr.  A.  V.  Hays,  the  Secretary  of  the  College,  is  the  author  of  this 
memorial  idea.  He  will  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Memorial  Fund.  We  ex- 
pect to  begin  construction  as  soon  as  the  funds  are  in  hand.  Since  it  will 
take  several  months  to  find  and  get  in  touch  with  all  our  people,  all  moneys 
received  will  be  placed  in  the  bank  on  interest  until  we  begin  work. 

Let  us  all  contribute  to  this  fund  according  to  our  means  and  accord- 
ing to  what  the  College  has  meant  to  us. 

The  Normal  College  News  will  carry  each  week  a  list  of  the  contri- 
butors, and  a  permanent  record  of  all  contributions  will  be  kept  in  the 
archives  of  the  College
